With an eye to a smoother

As announced Feb, 25 by The 
Herald, the first school zone 
change in 13 years will create 
a shorter zone in which traffic 
must move 15 mph.

Nearly 15 years after the end of World War 
Ii, a patch of wartime legislation is about to be 
removed from the books concerning luxury 
taxes on local telephone service. 

Although Congress passed and President 
Eisenhower signed into law a bill which would 
remove tlie' 10^; excise tax on local telephone 
calls, the chief executive asked in his budget mes- 
sage to continue taxing local telephone calls past 
the June '60 cut-off date. 

Southern Bell Telephone Company officials 
feel that taxation of the telephone use is unfair 
to a subscriber to pay more than his share of 
taxes. It also seems inequitable to ta» 
no federal taxes apply to other utilities. 
may have been a time shortly after A. G. Bell 
shouted at Brother Watson that the telephone 
was a luxury—but certainly not in our modern 
times. 

We believe Congressmen should be contact- 
ed and urged to allow this removal. This ten 

. percent of all local calls would result in a savings 
to the telephone ‘subscriber. Local service re- 
venue averages $16,260 per month at Belle Glade 
alone. The $1,600 savings would be ours, not 
somebody else's.

Census Takers Add More Questions 
But Just Look What They Used To Ask 


The census taker is getting 
more personal all the time. 

The ancient Romans simply 
counted noses and property, 
chiefly for the purpose of taxa- 
tion, occording to World Book 
Encyclopedia. 

William the Conqueror com- 
piled a little more information 
on who-owned-what when he 
decided to spread some payola, 
in the form of land, among his 
followers . . . at the expense 
of the nobility. When his offic- 
ials finished adding up the Eng- 
lish people and their possess- 
ions in 1086, they had two huge 
volumes calld the Domesday 
Book. 


European cities kept to the 
bare facts when they began to 
count their population in the 
1400's and 1500's, The first such 
count was taken in Nuremberg, 
Germany, in 1449. 

Three ‘hundred years later 
Sweden compiled the first na- 
tional census, based on parish 
records. 

In 1790 the fledgling U. S. 
government sent out 17 mar- 
shals and a few hundred as- 
sistants to count the population 
in order to provide á basis for 
taxing the states and to de- 
termine the number of repre- 
sentatives they would have in 
Congress. 

The first great invasion of 


privacy occurred in 1850, when 
census takers began to write 
down the names of all people 
in the country. They also clas- 
sified the population according 
to age, sex, race and place of 
birth. 


Soon the "enumerators" were 
poking their noses into such 
matters as occupation, educa- 
tion, income, marital status and 
the fertility of women. In 1950 
they wanted to know about your 
plumbing. 


This year they're going to 
find out whether you're really 
keeping up with the Joneses. 
A sample of the population will 
be asked whether they own a 
washing machine, a clothes dry- 
er, a food freezer and air con- 
ditioning . .. and the number 
of cars in the family garage.

Your child may have earned 
over $600 in 1959 and you can 
still claim the dependency de- 
duction for him provided he is 


.under 19 years old; or, if is over 


19 years old, he was also a full 
time student for at least five 
months of 1959. 


Thsi applies only to your 
children. That is, your son, 
daughter ,step-son or step- 
daughter, All other dependents 
must have earnings of less than 
$600 to qualify as your depend- 
ents, 


Your children, if qualify as 
above, may have earned any 
amount, They are required to 
file a tax return if they earn- 
ed over $600, and are required 
to pay income tax. They can 
claim their personal exemption 
of $600 on their own tax re- 
turn, 


‘This will not in any way pre- 
vent you from also claiming 
their $600 dependency deduc- 
tion on your income tax re- 
turn. 


If, however, your child 
married and files a joint re- 
turn with his or her spouse, 
then you cannot claim the de- 
pendency deduction. 


You should be sure that you 
did furnish over one-half of the 
support and that.your child was 
a full time student fo rat least 
5 months of 1959. 


In figuring whether you pro- 
vide more than half of the sup- 
port of a student, you may dis- 
regard amounts recevied by him 
as scholarships.
